Without any warning whatsoever on the morning of oct I4,I195I. an 
elert was flashed from our l!mergency warning center at eight forty five 
calling the Fort Wayne Emergency Mobile Group to active duty. Within ten or 
twelve minutes most of the stations had signed in the net.

vision and treatment;” keep him 
under* specially supervised pro- 
bation’ for periods up to 10 years 
even after the lad passes the age

ition if probation produces no re-

|sentence to a prison, reformatory | 


or training school, without relying 
on the new law. 

| Chief Judge Bolitha J. Laws, of 
ithe’ District of Columbia Federal 
/Court, indorsing the change, had 
itold a Senate committee on Oc-

| “On Friday of this week, I have 
|17 sentences to impose. ... Many 
lof them have pleaded guilty be- 
ifore me. I have spent no time 
iwith them; I have seen some for 
'30. seconds, perhaps. I have to 
| pass upon a matter that affects 
‘their entire career, using a short 
ireport of a probation officer ob- 
|tained within “a week, which is 
}totally incomplete and totally in- 
‘adequate.” He said it hurt his 
| conscience, 

In some prisons, he said, more 
|care is taken in deciding to what 
job aman should be assigned than 
|the courts could take under the 
old law to determine whether -to 
|incarcerate a convicted youth. 


The Justice Department told a | 


‘reporter it plans to move slowly, 
and in small steps, to make the 
new program effective lest too 
much haste result in costly blun- 
iders. It awaits now appointment 
iof the new parole board before
